that connection a meaning that we

all recognize, refer to their activities 
while their enthusia-m is at a high 
notch, hut the truth about a broom 
is that when wore down a little bit 
it -weep- cleaner than when new. So 
it i- with the poultryman who en­ 
dure- long enough to profit by his 
own mistake-, which break previous 
opinion- into steadier lines of a c ­ 
tion. 
A neighbor of mine at Greenwood, 
Ind., a few year- ago, 
who 
had 
traveled much and whom I fancied 
hail u-ed most of hismonev which ha 
he himself had not earned decided 
to replenish his fortune by filling up 
a large incubator with 
eggs. 
At 
ha I ching time he received a large 
number of cripple.- and bi- sym pa­ 
thies centered on these chicks in- 
stead of killing the 
cripples 
and 
puny chick- which never 
pay 
for 
their teed and studying how to f o s ­ 
ter the growth of the strong ones. 
I he cripple.- were coaxed to live 
and he even deviled a plan for hold­ 
ing a poor little disjoined 
leg in 
place until it could grow there. 
He 
did not recognize the responsibility 
of success by -neb method- conse­ 
quently his enthusia-m soon vanish­ 
ed ti**' !ueu.ba i°r ooijdemtmd sud. the. 
poultry busine.-- blacklisted 
tor 
a - lie we - concerned. 
I am sorry to '■ay that this **a-e 
I- no exception, there are many tith­ 
ers so there it goes. 
Many a man 
who tried to make money 
merely 
-uceeed in making trouble, simply 


because he has not studied the art 
of poultry raising. The management 
of a dozen hens through the hatch­ 
ing and raising season will usually 
reveal the operator’- ability. 
If at 
this time you are 
having 
trouble 
with your hatches due to the 
lack 
of fertility or weak germs be sure 
fir-t of all that your male bird is in 
good condition and the hens not too 
fat, al.-o be sure your rations are 
not too forcing and that the fowls 
get plenty of exercise. 
If your trouble i- a 
failure of 
chick- to get out of the shell, or the 
eggs drying nj) too much look to 
your incubator. 
You cannot expect 
a machine to do it- best word in a 
room where temperature 
fluctuates 
or where stoves or furnaces take tin' 
moisture from the air. 
If you are 
having trouble with white diarrhea 
give a few drops of aux vomica in 
the chicks drinking water, hut void 
tin- discase by giving boiled milk or 
rice water for the chick- to drink. 
Make provision.- to 
control 
your 
chick- rn the early morning, the wet 
gras- cause- the chicks to become 
chilled arid diarrhea set- in killing 
thousand- each year. 
Did you ever 
estimate your increase and wealth 
should you hatch every fertile egg 
and rai-e 
every' 
chick? 
That 
i- 
u hat poultrymen are aiming to do. 
Increased vigor 
or fowls, 
proper 
feed mid care are ab-**rbing topics. 
It there are only tun egg- **1 each 
setting of thirteen that tail to hatch, 
there is a lo.-- of over fifteen

cent. and to hatch eleven out of ev­ 
ery thirteen the season through it 
would be a marvelous record.

“Sleeping” Bullets. 
The distance which a bullet travels 
is divided Into three parts. 
The first 
distance the bullet travels In a wabbly 
manner, either up and down or side­ 
wise; tho middle distance it “sleeps” 
or moves on an exact plane, and the 
third distance, being partly spent, it 
wobbles in a serpentine movement 
again.
